Special Legislature 
Adjourns After Giving 
Money To Schools 


Montgomery, Nov, 21— 
Alabama ‘public — schools 
were assured an eight-month 
term Friday as a precedent- 
setting special session Leg- 
islature adjourned just five 
days after it was convened. 

Extension of the State 
public school term from 
seven to eight months and 
five other emergency bills 
were authorized by the spe- 
cial session which convened 
Monday morning, 

Both houses adjourned 
at about 1 p. m. although 
formal business was com- 
pleted at noon, Gov. Dixon 
studied the bills in the in- 
terim and offered no execu- 
tive amendments. 

Gov.-elect Sparks, who 
takes office in January, and 
for whom Dixon called the 
special session, congratulat- 
ed the Legislature on its 
efficiency and left on a deer 
hunt. The emergency bills 
and their sponsors in the 
Senate and House follow: 

(1) By Senator Simpson 
and Representative Norman 
—To appropriate not in ex- 
cess of $2,000,000 of funds 
now frozen in the special 
education trust fund, to the 
minimum program fund for 
extension of school terms to 
eight from seven months. 

(2) By Senator St. John 
(Cullman) and Representa- 
tive Beebe—To protect jobs 
of State officials and em- 
ployes not covered by merit 
system provisions who enter 
military service, and to pro- 
vide temporary appoint- 
ments by the usual appoint- 
ing authority. 

(3) By Senator Shaver 
and Representative Smyer— 
Similar bills for counties. 

44) By Senator Stakely 
and Representative Rains— 
Similar bills for cities. 

(5) By Senator Andrews 
and Representative Stone— 
To appropriate $150,000 for 


expenses of the special 
session. 

(6) By Senator Walton 
and Representative Harris 


—To amend the State code 
to conform with the Federal 
“lame duck’? amendment 
providing for the U. S. Sen- 
ator’s term to begin in Jan- 
uary instead of March, as 
under an old State law.

Deadline Set For 


Securing No. 1 War 
Ration Books 


Al! consumers who have 
not registered for War Ra- 
tion Book No. 1, (commonly 
referred to as Sugar book) 
shall register by December 
15, 1942. No consumer may 
register after that date un- 
less hig case is one of the 
exceptions listed below: 

Exceptioins— 

1. Persons who have been 
out of the country must reg- 
ister within a month after 
their entry, whether they 
lived here before or not. 

2. Persons serving in the 
armed forces must register 
within a month after they 
no longer eat in organized 
messes, 

8. Persons who are con- 
fined to hospitals or other 
such institutions from the 
date of this amendment until 
December 15, must register 
within one month after they 
are discharged from the in- 
stitution. 

4, Babies born after Dec. 
15 must be registered with- 
in a month after birth. 

Consumers who have not 
yet received a War Ration 
Book One because of excess 
sugar supplies, may apply 
either to the Board which 
serves the area in which 
they now reside or the Board 
with which they originally 
registered. War Ration Book 
One will be used for secur- 
ing Coffee as well as Sugar 
rations. It will also be used 
in securing War Ration 
Book No. 2, when and if the 
demand arises for a number 
two book to be issued, and 
may be used for other ration 
purposes, 

It is therefore essential 
that every individual have a 
No. 1 War Ration Book, re- 
gardless of whether or not 
he buys sugar or coffee. 

Nobody will be able to 
obtain a War Ration Book 
No. 2, unless he or she has 
first secured a No. 1 Book.

SHEPPARD FIELD, TEXAS,.—The 
butcher, the baker, the candlestick 
maker—they're all in the air forces 
now—as airplane mechanics and 
machinists, radio operators and re- 
pairmen, parachute riggers, weath- 
er observers and forecasters, ad- 
ministrative and supply clerks, aeri- 
al photographers and armorers— 
and in scores of other ‘specialist’ 
jobs, 


This mass-transformation of hun- 
dreds of thousands of salesmen, col- 
lege students, retail clerks and of- 
fice workers into skilled technicians 
is one of the miracles now being 
performed by Uncle Sam's air wing, 

Here at Sheppard Field, in addi- 
tion to the air forces technical 
schools for training airplane me- 
chanics, there is also located one 
of the several of the air forces re- 
placement training centers from 
which numerous raw recruits are 
sent to this and to other technical 
schools throughout the country. 


The task of choosing exactly the 
right place in the complex structure 
of the air forces for every one of 
the legions of raw recruits passing 
through Sheppard Field, falls to the 
classification divisfon headed by 
Maj. Harold C. Poyer, 


The process of classification and 
selection begins with the ‘general 
classification test'’’ (commonly re- 
ferred to as the “G.C.T.") which 
is a standard army mental alert- 
ness test given to every recruit with- 
in a day or two of induction. Be- 
cause the alm of this type of test is 
to determine mental capacity rather 
than the amount of formal educa- 
tion, questions that make up the test 
are such as depend as little as 
possible on schooling and as much 
as possible on clear thinking, 


Wood Tire Perfected 


By Inventor, Aged 80 
ROCHESTER, N. Y.—A 62-pound 
wooden wheel and tire that rumbles 
on brick but “‘purrs like a pneumat- 
ic on macadam," has been devised 
by Ernest G. Munck Sr., 80, of sub- 
urban Ionia, who says the tire 
showed no wear after 125 miles and 
appears good for ‘fat least 10,000 
miles,” 

Himself amazed at the ease with 
which it takes corners, Munck ad- 
mitted that he intended the gadget 
primarily as a “spare,’’ though 
claiming there’s no reason why a 
set of four wouldn’t serve admira- 
bly for speeds of 20 to 25 miles per 
hour, with a maximum of 40 miles 
per hour. 

Turned on a huge lathe, the wheel- 
tire combination consists of layers 
of a strong, light wood cemented to- 
gether with waterproof glue to form 
a plywood having equal strength in 
all directions. Now, Munck is work- 
ing on improvements, hoping to in- 
corporate some metal parts to re- 
duce the over-all weight. 


English Orchids Make 


Way for Tomato Plants 
GATTON PARK, SURREY, ENG- 
LAND.—Thousands of orchids have 
been torn out by the root from the 
Surrey estate of the late Sir Jere- 
miah Colman, the mustard million- 
aire, to make room for tomato 
plants. 

For 50 years Sir Jeremiah made 
the cultivation of orchids his hobby. 
He even accompanied explorers to 
orchid-growing countries in search 
of new specimens, 


It started when, as a boy, he 
bought a packet of seeds with three 
pence given to him by his father, 
He planted them and was thrilled 
when they bloomed. 


Now, the man who helped him 42 
years has had to destroy a lifetime 
of work. Orchids need artificial heat 
in England, and the country cannot 
allow the coal and coke for luxury 
cultivation, 

A few of the rarest orchids have 
gone to Kew Gardens. The rest 
have been destroyed.

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Bamboo Cannon Is 
N ightmare to Japs 


Weapon Used by Filipinos 
Terrorizes Enemy, 


NEW YORK. — Col. Carlos P. 
Romulo, aide-de-camp to Gen, Doug- 
las MacArthur, said that Filipino 
guerrillas have been using ‘“bam- 
boo cannons” to win skirmishes 
against the Japanese. 

The colonel, who has just com- 
pleted a secret mission for MacAr- 
thur, said the Filipino guerrillas had 
retaken three northern provinces 
from the Japs but he was not sure 
whether they still hold them, The 
provinces were Ilicos Sur, Moun- 
tain and Nueva Vizcaya, 

The bamboo cannon, he said, were 
used by a guerrilla band in late 
March to force the Japanese to 
abandon a bridgehead. 

“The guns are made of bamboo 
but they don't shoot anything,’ he 
sald, ‘They are three feet long, 
havs a bore of about four inches 
and at the base there is a fuse hole, 

“They put machine oil in the bar- 
rel and then blow through the fuse 
hole, This vaporizes the oil and 
when they touch a match to it it 
explodes and spurts flame, It sounds 
like a cannon. 

“Well, this band advanced stealth. 
fly toward the Japs, and then they 
set them off—boom, boom, boom— 
and it literally scared the pants off 
them. They actually fled in their 
underwear. Meanwhile another band 
of guerrillas attacked this force of 
Japs, swinging into them with 
knives and bolos and that night in 
one raid they killed more than 500 
Japs." 

Colonel Romulo, who left Bataan 
April 9 and flew to General Mac- 
Arthur in Australia, won a Pulitzer 
prize for interpretive correspond- 
ence and was publisher of nine news- 
papers in the Far East. He has 
not heard from his wife or four sons 
since leaving Bataan, 


Yankee Soldiers Study 


Booby Trap Contrivances 

WASHINGTON. — American sol- 
diers entering the field of combat 
will be trained to detect and deal 
effectively with enemy ‘“‘booby'’ 
traps. 

A “booby” trap is the name given 
to bomb contrivances used by the 
enemy to wourid or kill careless or 
thoughtless opponents. Although not 
new, they could cause many casual- 
ties unless troops are trained to 
guard against them. 

Every war produces such traps. 
To teach our soldiers to recognize 
these hidden dangers and to handle 
them, a training program has been 
under way for some time, it was 
revealed by Lieut, Gen. Lesley J. 
McNair, commanding general, army 
ground forces. 

Training films and manuals are 
used to show soldiers the results of 
carelessness, and through actual 
experience with specially construct- 
ed traps, they are aught to be wary 
of their various forms. 

The elementary trap usually con- 
sists of a small charge of explosive, 
either in slabs or in a cartridge, 
with an igniter worked by either the 
Push or pull method. 


House, Ready to Move 


In, Built in 44 Minutes 
PORTLAND, ORE.—As a speed 
test on a 360 unit housing project 
near the Oregon Shipbuilding cor- 
poration plant, a normal six-man 
crew was augmented to 15 and, tim- 
ing itself after the flooring was laid, 
did this: 

In 4 minutes put up the prefabri- 
cated wall panels, 5 minutes later 
had the door frames, sills, and win- 
dows installed and screened; in an- 
other 5% minutes had the framed 
gable ends in place (the electricians 
and plumbers were hard at it 
then); 5% minutes later the porch 
and the final roof truss were in 
place; another 6 minutes later the 
porch sheathing was completed, and 
in 18 minutes the roof was covered 
with insulating paper. 

The house, complete with kitchen, 
dinette, living room, bath, and two 
bedrooms was ready for occupancy 
—minus only a coat of paint and the 
sidewalk—in just 44 minutes. 


Channel Islanders Plan 


Reoccupation of Homes 
LONDON.—Since June, 1940, the 
Channel islands have been occupied 
by the Nazis and many residents 
have been living almost as exiles 
here. Now with a second front be- 
ing debated, some of them are mak- 
ing plans already for returning 
home. The following advertisement 
appeared in the Sunday Dispatch: 
“In response to numerous appli- 
cations, the Jersey and Guernsey 
Airways, Ltd., has opened a wait- 
ing list for those desiring to return 
to the Channel islands by air as 
soon as the islands are free of ene- 
my occupation.”’
